"Doctor, in your lifetime, have 
you ever committed any sins*” ’

and then said: 
"Yes, sir, I have succumbed to 
human frailties.” 
Opening the cross questioning. 
State’s Atty. John J. Mahon went 
swiftly to the events of 1950 when 
Sheppard was finishing his Intern­ 
ship at a Los Angeles hospital. 
His wife was in Cleveland at the 
time, Sheppard said. 
The accused man admitted he 
wrote a letter to her at that time 
He said he discussed it with a 
classmate, Dr. Lester Hoversten.
